Three young negro men are being 
held In penitentiaries in the Caroli- 
nas today on charges of attaacks 
on white women. One of them out- 
ran almost certain death at tho 
hands of a white lynch mob and 
then hid without food for 48 hours 
in a pine thicket m northeast North 
Carolina before surrendering to the 
protective custody of the FBI. 


Blllle Simmons, 24, was locked 


In Centra! Prison at Raleigh early 
this morning for safekeeping after 
his arrest in Clinton, DO miles south- 
east of Raleigh, on a charge of 
rape in connection with an assault 
upon a white woman,

The agent says that fish are 


frozen in much the same way as 
other meats. 
However, the

should be chilled as noon as pos- 
sible after catching, and, if pos- 
sible, should be 
frozen 
on

Scale the fish and remove the 


head and entrails, and wash well, 
the agent says.
